INEFFECTUAL ALLIES 
FATEFUL DAY FOR GERMANY. 


May I has been fixed as (he date on 
or before which Germany must make 
payment of the installments of the re­ 
parations due the Allies. If she does 
not make these payments, it is gen­ 
erally understood that the armies of 
France supported 
by 
Great Britain 
and Belgium will move forward into 
Germany. 
How far they will move 
has not been revealed, but it is rumor­ 
ed that they may march to Berlin it­ 
self. 
Unofficial advices from Paris 
declare that the French government 
has warned the German government 
that the very existence of Germany in 
her present form depends upon pay­ 
ment of the installments before May 


Mr. Taft, Mr. Hoover and Mr. Root 
are being appealed to as republicans 
of a type able to influence in a bene­ 
ficial way the course of the Adminis­ 
tration in its handling of the 
great 
question of foreign policy. Those who 
pin their faith to Secretary Hughes 
and expect him to oppose the extreme 
views of the Bitter-ender school which 
practically controls the senate, sug­ 
gest that Mr. Taft, Mr. Hoover and 
Mr. Root should give Mr. Hughes their 
open and earnest backfng. 
But can Mr. Taft, Mr. Hoover and 
Mr. Root accomplish anything? They 
have not amounted to much in the re­ 
publican party for more than a year 
past. 
They accomplished nothing at 
all while t\% Treaty fight was raging, 
or in the pft-campaign period, or dur­ 
ing the campaign itself.* They were 
known to be utterly opposed to the 
program of the Bitter-enders and Mr. 
Taft, in particular, made a strenuous 
fight in the open against that pro­ 
gram. 
But the Bitter-enders prevail­ 
ed and were victorious at practically 
every point. 
They dictated the sen­ 
ate’s policy and brought about the re­ 
jection of the Treaty. 
They dictated 
the party’s policy before the conven­ 
tion. 
They did not quite succeed in 
having their chosen leader nominated 
for the presidency, hut they shaped 
that part of the party platform relat­ 
ing to foreign policy, and during the 
campaign itself they made their pow­ 
er lei! with extraordinary effective­ 
ness and finally compelled Mr. Hard­ 
ing and the party organization to ad­ 
opt their program outright. Mr. Taft, 
Mr. Hoover and Mr. Root were oppos­ 
ed to all of this, but their opposition 
was entirely fruitless. 
They were impotent then, and it is 
likely that they are impotent now. In­ 
deed, it is quite possible that their 
support of Mr. Harding against the 
Bitter-enders 
would 
do 
him more 
harm than good, just as Mr. Taft's 
stalwart 
advocacy of the League 
seemed to make the republican ene­ 
mies of the League more than ever de­ 
termined to kill it. Mr. Hughes, if he 
is going to make a fight, may prefer to 
make it without the assistance of these 
allies who mthe Brooklyn Eagle would 
bring to his assistance. 
They have 
much the same effect on certain sen­ 
ators that a* red rag has on a bull.
